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Claims 15-19 and 120-141 are pending and under consideration. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claims 15-19, and 120-141 are rejected under 35 US.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over 2004/0146942 ('942, IDS reference: A3, Weihe et al.) in view of the 
state of the art as exemplified by U. S. patent 6,197,495 ('495), 6,465,484 ('484), and 
WO 01/87887 (*887). 

Claims 15-19, and 120-141 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mochizuki et al. (IDS reference: A187, J. Biol. Chem. 1999, 274, 
18659-18666) in view of the state of the art as exemplified by U. S. patent 6,197 495 
(•495), 6,465,484 ('484), and WO 01/87887 ('887). 

In response to the above rejections, applicants amended the claims and traverse 
the rejection and argue that the examiner miss understand the claims and that the 
method is in vitro method and not in silico method. 

Applicants' arguments filed 4/19/06 have been fully considered, but they are 
found unpersuasive. The newly amended claims filed 4/19/07 would require further 
search and consideration, and thus will not be entered. With regard to the currently, 
pending claims, there is no misunderstanding of the claimed invention. The claimed 
invention is directed to a standard method of identifying compounds that inhibits PIM, 
which includes one or more in silico step. The claimed method is obvious with or 
without the in silico steps.
